I didn’t blame him much, for! doubt ff 
there is a head in Georgia that has had as much in 
t for the past twelve months as his, or a brow be- 
hind which as much brain werk has been done, 

It was Major McCracken who has had entire charge 
of the building of the new roads from Rome to 
Macon. Through his hands every detail has passed, 
every dollar has been paid and every figure calcu- 
lated. He has accomplished a greater workin the 
past year than any ten menin Georgia, and paid 
out more money in wages and purchases than any 
twenty. His contracts—the money paid out under 
his direction and at his approval has exceeded the’ 
entire volume of business done by Moore, Marsh & 
Co., M. C. & J. F. Kiser & Co., Lamar, Rankin & 
Lamar, the Kimball House, the Markham, THE 
CONSTITUTION, both, the cotton factories, Keely, 
Dougherty, Chamberlin, Boynton & Co.. Ryan and 
a dozen other houses combined. He has actually 
spent for labor and material in twelve months more 
than fonr times the entire income of the state treas 
ury. « 

“Ils no joke building a railroad,’’ he said, smil- 
ing and bringing himself within talking distance. 
’ ““How much does it cost to build one?”’

‘To start with, how longis your roadad?’’ 

**it is 161 miles long wilh 12 miles of side-tracks— 
total 173 milea.”’ 

“How much did it cost to survey the line and lo- 
cate it?’’ 

“Colonel Sample and I rode over the line from 
May 30tn toJunedth. The engineer corps were 
filled up by July 26th. We paid out to these corps 
just $65,000 before we had decided on our exact 
route,”’ 

‘The route once decided on you had to buy the 
rightof way. How much did that cost?’’ 

‘Just $5,000. Of course much of it was given to 
us, but we paid to ageots and for right of way 
$85,000."’ 

“You had to have equipments, tents and tools, 
and wagons and machinery to work with—cost of 
this?’’ 

“About $175,000. You see we bought the very 
best of anachines for laying track, for building tres- 
tles, grading, etc. These are very costly. Our 
equipment was first class in every respect. Aud 
much of what we have can be re-sold.”’ 

“Then having secured the right of way you had 
to go to grading. How much did that cost!’’ 

‘The grading alone cost $850,000. But we have 
already paid out to contractors for gra«ing, bridges, 
etc., $1,500,000. The Rome extension is n«-t fnished 
and we will pay eut nearly enough to make the 
total paid to contractors go up to $2,000,000,”’ 

‘Time for breath! Thank you. Track once graded 
the next is cross-ties—cost of these?'’ 

**They Cost us laid in the track $160,330. Thereare 
2,640 ties to the mile or 456,720 ties between Rome 
and Macon. . This represeats the number ef steps a 
tram p must take when he walks over our roads.”’ 

‘*After the cross-ties comes the rails. What did 
these cost’?’’ 

“The rails weigh fifty-six poundstothe yard. 
They cost in New York, $858,350. To this must be 
added freight from Perth Amboy to Macun, Atlanta 
and Rome. Sayin all $900,000.’’ 

“After the rails come the depots. 
these?’’ 

‘‘We have paid out $216,009 for the ground for de- 
pots, yards, etc., the most of itin Atlanta and Ma- 
con. We have contracted for twenty depots ata 
cost of $75,000. They are tobe tasty modern wooden 
depots. Of course our city depots will cost much 
more. We have not yet arranged definitely for 
these.”’ 

‘‘How about the equipmenis?”’ 

‘We shall use the splendid equipment of the rest 
of our line for this division, but to bring it up to 
the standard we have ordered for its quota to the 
general equipment 400 ew coal cars, 600 box cars 
and 20 passenger cars, at a cost of $750,000, and 26 
new engines at a cost of over $300,000.”’ 

That closes itup. Let’s recapitulate: For ter ts, 
machinery, tools, ete, $175,000; for loca- 
tion and right-of-way, $150,000; for grading bridges 
aud trestles, $2,000,000; for cross-ties and laying 
them, $160,000; the rails, $9.0,000; depot ground 
and depots, $201.000, and equipment, besides what 
the rest of the line contributes, $1,050,000. making a 
total of $4,926,000 for 173 miles. And that is what 
it costs to build a first-class road, as figured by one 


What about 


who paid out the money. 


‘Where was the most of this paid out?’ 

‘In Georgia. . The $2,000,000 for contractors was 
all paid outin Atlanta, and most of it spent here. 
The $153,000 for survey and right of way was all. 
paid out in Georgia. The $460,000 in cross ties was 
paid along the Macon and Brunswick road for the 
Macon division, and along the track of the gerade 
for the Rome division. The $291,000 for the depots 
and grounds, and most of the $175,000 for getting 
ready was spent here. Our bills for ten months with 
one house in Atlanta was over $75,000. We have 
spent about $3,000,000 for labor and material that 
virculated in Georgia.’’ This has helped very much 
to keep things lively in the state. Every doliarof 
the money came in from outside sources, and no 
Georgian contributed one dollar. 

‘“‘How many men have you kept employed?’’ 

‘*An average of 2,500 men for 10 months.”’ 

_ “How many will you need to run the road when 
it isin full shape?”’ 

‘About 1,000 men, to #hom we will give perma- 
nent employment.’’ 

‘When will the first train ran?’ 

‘*‘We will run the first train through from Macon 
on the night of July 3d. Our schedules will all be 
made by August Ist for freight and passenger 
trains. The first train will be run to Rome by Sep- 
tember 15th.”’ 

This road is a link in a great system that will 
help Atlanta vey much. The system stretches from 
Norfolk to Meridian, from Cincinnati to Savannah, 
and from Memphiito Brunswick. At Memphis it 
has an alliance that gives it a connection clear 
through-to Omaha, thus com passing the old idea of 
a line from the northwest to the south Atlantic 
coast. The whole system comprises about 2,500 
miles, and radiates from Chattanooga like a star 
piercing every section of the territory lying east of 
the Msssissippi and south of the Ohio and Potomac. 
Adanta is the most important city on any of its 
lines, and very reasonably count on getting-every- 
thing that the management can legitimately give. 


How many atime have I written about this 
road, arguing for its building and saying that it 
would be built, when good-natured people laughed 
and ill natured people sneered. But here it is at 
last, just as Lalways felt that it must come, and 
just as we see now that the Georgia Pacific is com- 
ing. Itall looked pretty blue a year or so ago, but 
I’m satisfied with the record. As for Major Mc- 
Cracken, he has done a great work. Quiet. per- 
sistent, with unlimited means at his back, he has 
spent millions with prudence, and built a railroad 
of 175 miles in ten months. Ie has finished his 

> 


good work by falling in love with Atlanta and set- 
tling down here for life. catch "em all. 


A bright little lady who came here from a staid 
old city, thus expressed herselfabonut Atlanta: ‘‘I'll 
declare,'’ she said, ‘‘it looks like a whole lot of peo- 
ple on a pienie. I have not meta single person yet 
who was born here.’’ 


There isa greal deal of poetryin the drowsy 
hum of bees, and quite as much money as poetry. 
Nothing adds so much to the beauty of a country 
bome as a few hives ranged under the apple trees, 
and nothing is so suggestive of measureless content 
and peace as the zooning of bees among the apple 
biossome or flowers. And then how it pays. John 
Muir writing inthe July Century of the ‘“‘bee: 
pastures of California,’’ says the first hive of bees 
was brought into Los Angelos county in 1854 at a 
cost of $150. In 1878 there were 3,000 hives, and in 
1876 there were 17,000swarms in that one county, 
producing one hundred pounds of honey to tho 
hive. In San Diego county in 1878 there were 24,00) 
hives, and from San Diego port there was shipped 
in three months 180,000 pounds of honey. 

In the unsettled portions of the state, nor Mount 
Gnosta for example, where there are miles upon 
miles of flowers and honey blooms, many “‘bee- 
ranches’ have over 1,000 hives. The great trouble 
is to get water with which the bee- pastures can be 
irrigated during the summer. With the immense 
resnits already achieved in California, itis said that 
the business is ‘‘in its infancy.’’ 

Georgia is better adapted to bee keeping than 
California, having none of the rainless summers 
for which that state is noted. In one season—'77— 
18,000 swarms died of -tarvationin two counties 
alone. In spite of this drawback—and there is 
none such in Georgia—the honey crop of California 
is one of its prime resources, and is a pure surplus. 
Georgia ought to have more bees than California. 


a day or two there has been ringing 
through my head a little poem that I can not place. 
Can you? It runs this way—I quote from memory: 


“The night has a thousand eyes, 
The day but one; 

Yet the light of the whole world dies 
With the setting sun.’’ 


‘The mind has a thousand eyes, 
The heart but one; 

Yet the light of the whole life dies 
When love is done.’’ 

I know a young fellow of twenty-seven years 
of age who gets $3,000 and a home, rent free, as su- 
perintendent of a Georgia iron mine. If he were 
to lose this place he could get just as good a one 
elsewhere. There are clerks and lawyers and phy- 
sicians in this city of better ability, lenger services, 
and as steady habits and as hard: work ashe, who 
are glad to get from $1,000 to $1,500 a year. And yet 
we all eJucate our sons for professional men or 
clerks, and try to keep them out of the machine 
shops and mines. 

By the way, did you ever know a physician 
who made a fortune at bis profession—I mean a 
family physician? There are specialists who get 
rich. In New York a few surgeons and oculists 
have incomes of more than $25,000, and one has 
$70,000 a year. In Atlanta we have an oculist whose 
jucome must reach nearly $20,000. But of the fam- 
ily physicians—the men who do the general prac- 
tice—do you know ae single one that 
has laid aside a competence? They work 
night and day, in storm, and in shine, 
buat still when the evening of life has come and 
most men retire to ‘‘husband out life’s taper by re- 
pose,’’ they find themselves obliged to keep mov- 
ing. , 

And yet the colleges of this city turned ou 
about a hundred new phpsicians this summer, and 
Augusta about halfasineny. There are probably 
200 young physicians with new diplomas at work in 
Georgia this year. Why is it that fathers will edu- 
cate their sons for crowded professions when there 
is such a pressing need for workers in lines outside 
of .he professions? .' 


An old man said to me to-day: ‘‘Do you 
know that it is the rarest thing to find a good coek 
in the southern family. Before the war‘the south- 
ern people had the best cooking in the world—now 
we have the poorest.”’ 

‘*Reason?’’ 

‘Simply this. In the slave days every southern 
lady was an accomplished housewife. She selected 
a servant who was to be the cook and trained her 
herself. She supervised, instructed and advised 
until the cook had become perfect and was installed 
as cook for life. In training the cook mothers 
trained their daughters. If the slightest thing went 
wrong in the kitchen either motner or daughter 
could at once detect aud correct it. Hence we had 
cooking that was famous the world.over. Why, in 
those days if I had been called on to supply one 
article by which alone the south could demonstrate 
its superiority, I should have selected the old south- 
ern waffle. Lthink it was of rather a finer perfec- 
tion than our stalesmanship. But the wafile is now 
only a memory. It perished at Appomattox.’’ 

‘“How?’’ 

‘Because since the war southern women are no 
onger cooks. Having to deal with casual servants, 
there is no longerany temptation to train a servant 
asacook. The momént she becomes proficient she 
isaptto leave you. Hence, our housewives have 
lost their ambition. They pick up whatever ser- 
vants come handiest and take theirchances. There 
is really all the more reason than ever they should 
understand cooking. The schools, too, are against 
us. They teach music, French, German, painting 
and dancing, and have no time for the useful arts.’’ 

‘You objeet to this?’ 

“Yes. Ihad rathermy dau@fhter could make a 
biscuit thaa paint aface. I had rather she could 
soast a turkey in one language ihan sing a song in 
ten.’’ 


I notice one important concession to the 
demand for practical education foreshadowed in 
these paragraphs. Mrs. Ballard has determined 
to add a department of cooking and housewifery 
and sewing to her admirable academy next session. 
In New England and the north there are scores of 
large cooking schoois, at which the richest girls are 
taught. Mrs. Ballard makes a new departure for 
the south. In addition to the cooking and sewing 
each girl will have her special plat in the flower 
garden where she will be taught horticulture. In 
short, Mrs. Ballard—and her work is a benefaction 
to this city—will teach her girls how to be wives as 
wellas belles, and how to adorn homes as well as 
ball-rooms.

Itisone of the mysteries that envelop 
death. But of 100 persons dying by natural process 
80 will die within three hours.”’

“Aaron” will 
hardly be ready for the press before the winter, but 
when it comes it will adé largely to Harris’s 
fame. As he has a ehoite of publishers 
and can command the best terms, he will have 
much less sense than genius, if itdoes not add quite 
as much to his fortune. , 


There has been some interest expressed ar to 
who is the largest tax-payer in thecity. Iam able 
to setile that qestion. Senator Brown is the man. 
He owns $263,400 worth of real estate, to which is 
added $66,100 personalty in city, making a total of 
property subject to city tax of $829,500. On this he 
pays an anneal city tax of nearly $000, Messrs. 
John T. & W. D. Grantown hearlyas much. Asa 
firm they own $296,000. John T. has $12,950 of real 
estate and $9,800 personalty, making his individual 
holding $52,750. W. D. has $41,000 real estate and 
$10,000 personalty, making $3,0@0—Dbesides his 
Peachtree home, assessed to his wif at $16,000— 
making a grand total for the two Grants of $415,000 
property in the city limits. Itis probable they will 
soon own more than double Senator Brown's hold- 
ings, as they are buying heavily and building 
all the time. They bought $112,000 of improved 
property at one bid during the present year. Gov- 
ernor Brown was their chief opponentin the strug- 
gle for this property, and he told me he would have 
run it higher before he quit had it not been for the 
deficient system of water works, as shown by the 
burning of his buildings a short time before.

This is outside 
the street railroad and other personalty, and of 
course does not include the property lying just 
outside the city limits, which is as valuable as that 
inside. Tis residence is beyond the city limits, and 
his holdings in and about town foot up toa quarter 
ofa million in value. L. P. Grant pays on $138,650 
realty, and told me once that if he had simply held 
the real estat® he owned in Atlanta before the war. 
he could have sat down without turning his hand 
over and been worth $1,000,000. Mr. John Ryan 
pays tax on $190,000 realty and $55,000 personalty. 
Mayor English pays ‘on over $100,000, James Lynch 
on $91,000, F. P. Rice on $30,000 and Rice & Mitchell 
on $36 950,

THE GOSSIP THEY HEAR IN NEW 
YORK. 


Spicy Talks and Bright Anecdoves of the Men and 
Things Past and Present in the Metropolis of © 
the New World—The “Fresh Air” Fund 
Movement—Theatriesl Facte.

New York, June 29.—The cremationists of this 
city have always been very pronounced in 
advocacy of cremation. Two years ago they 
organized a cremation society and declared 
themselves individually and collectively ip 
favor of being burnt after death, But they 
have, contrary to all expectations, passed two years 
in inactivity. A few days ago their eyes were 
opened to the immediate necessity of building 
cremaatory, by the announcement that the 
cremation of Garibaldi had to be postponed on 
account of a lack of suitable apparatus with 
which to bura the body of the 
dead hero. A meeting of cremationists was called, 
which resulted in forming the United States crema- 
tion company, with a capital stock of $50.000, di- 
vided into 2,000 shares of $25 each. The majority 
of the stock Was taken before the meeting ad 
journed. They decided to commence at once the 
erection of a crematory. 

Mr, James B. Brown, Chaplain Bengless of the 
navy; Dr. Delevan Bloodgood, Professor Felix Ad- 
ler, and other prominent gentlemen, addressed the 
meeting In urging immediate action in the mat 
ter oue of the speakers recited the iacts conneeted 
with the disinterment of A. T. Stewart’s body be- 
fore it was good cold in its grave and while a paid 
guard was still keeping watch over it, and remind- 
ed them of the fact that President Harrison’s son 
had found the body of his distinguished father in 
the dissecting room of a medical college, and clos- 
ing with this pertinent question, “if such illus- 
tridus bones as these are to ve disturbed, what se- 
curity have we save in cremation?’’ 

It is not at all improbable that the building of 
this crematory, and the new interest given 
to the subject by Garibaldi’s death, will 
result in making cremation tke rule 
instead exception in this city. How to dispose df 
the dead is already a serious problem with New 
York. Our cemeteries are so crowded that even 
the rich have great trouble in getting desirable lots, 
and the poorare buried soldier fashion. The bu- 
rial grounds are making such inroads into the city 
territory that the water is being affected and the 
geueral health impaired, While it is true that theze 
is already a crematory at Washington, 
Pennsylvania, it is owned by a cranky old 
man. isin an out of the way place,inaccessible and 
expensive.» But give usa properly constructed 
crematery handy tothe city, where our dead can 
be scientifically incinerated, ata moderate. cost, 

‘and you will find that the furnaces will never 
be allowed to get cold.

I had a talk yesterday with an intimate friend of 
H. Vietor Newcomb, one of the voungest bank pres- 
identsin this city. Mr. Neweomb’s New York ca- 
reeris an eveutfiul one. He first appeared in this 
city a 16-year-old boy witha letter from his father 
to Mr. A. T. Stewart. He was known oni Wall street 
asa protege of the merchant prince. Heat once 
entered into speculation in gold, with a pluck and 
energy that attracted the attention of the oldest 
and most desperate brokers. The result was that 
he lost some very heavy sums. His father came to 
the front, paid up his losses and sent the young 
man to Europe. He next appeared on Wali street 
about three years ago, coming from the west as vice- 
president of the Louisville and Nashvi le railroad, 
and riding on the crest of the boom with little rep- 
uiation for shrewdness. He was known only to 
New Yorkers as the young man who had formerly 
lost heavily ‘‘on change,’’ and had recently inber- 
ited alarge fortune from his father. To use the 
Wall street parlance, he was looked uponas ‘‘a 
very fat pigeon anda easy one to piluck.’’ They 
soon found, however, that he hai learnt something 
from experience: and had since his father’s death 
increased his princely inuberitance and: was worth 
anywhere from three to fOur milliousdollars. He 
commenced about this time to build up the Louis. 
villeand Nashville system of railroads, and from 
bis inside knowledge of the combinations, purchas 
es and leases of the road anda keen foresight as to 
how these changes would effect the stock, he made 
large sums of money.

THE CAREER.OF THE PROPHBT OF 
AESTHETICISM. 


A Complete Chronicle cf the American Tour of the 
English Disciple of Ruskin—Sympathetic Lead- 
ville—Boston Students—Hig Southern 
Tour—Gis Aims and Objects. 


From the New York World. . 

It is interesting to observe the career of Mr. 
Oscar Wilde in this country,and to note how, 
from having almost a mere local fame, he has 
come to be regarded asan essential partof a 
movement affecting an entire people. In the 
fall of 18814 ‘‘Patience’’ was brought out at the 
Standard theater in this city. At that time 
there was no idea that..Mr. Wilde would lec- 
ture in this country. He had-been heard of 
as a young manwho went about London 
“with a lily or a flower in his medixval 
hand,”’ wore odd-looking clothes, was carica- 
tured in Punch, had published a book of 
poems, and led the ‘‘esthetic craze’’ in Lon- 
don, and, above all, had inspired Gilbert & 
Sullivan to write “Patience.” All of this 
had given him some celebrity, and incidental 
to the production of ‘'Patience’’ in New York 
a good deal was sa'd about Mr. Wilde. The 
public, however, had only a very vague no- 
tion as to who and what he was. One day a 
lady who knewthe young apostle said to 
Mr. W. F. Morse, Mr: D’Oyly Carte’s Ameri- 
can manager: ‘You have ‘Patience’ here; 
why don't you get Wilde, too, and have him 
lecture?’ She explained her reasons for 
thinking that he would take with the public. 
Mr. Morse accordingly communicated with 
Mr. Wilde, asking him if he would come. 
The latter replied that he thought he would 
if satisfactory arrangements could be made. 
This part of the business was turned oyer to 
Mr. Carte, while Mr. Morse began to ‘work 
Wilde up’? in this country. At first only 
vague allusions were made to him in the pro- 
grammes of the Standard theatre; then his 
verses were quoted: afterwards it was hinted 
that he might possibly come to this country, 
and on the fiftieth night of ‘‘Patince’’ it was 
announced thathe would come. At this time, 
however, legotiations were still pend- 
ing, as they had been since 
some time in September. After this, 
Mr. Wilde gave almost a postive refusal to 
Mr. Carte’s offers, and the matter was 
dropped foratime. What had already been 
said had taken effect, and a great many peo- 
ple were talking of Oscar Wilde. In Decem- 
ber the negotiations were resumed, and late 
in that month it was posit. 'y announced 
that Mr. Wilde wou’ . country on 
December 24. His -.. was said to have as 
its object the true expression and proper ex- 
position of estheticism and the dissemination 
of hisown peculiar ideas. It was also an- 
nounced that while in this country he would 
publish a volume of poems, and would 
“gy -ee a tragedy called ‘Vera, the Nibilist.”’ 

lis first appearance was fixed for January 9 
at Chickering hall. 
BEFORE HIS ARRIVAL, 

Before his arrival many of the papers pub- 
lishéd fictitious and facetious interviews with 
him. In September a New York journal, 
speaking of the first night of ‘tPatience’’ in 
London, at which the inspiration was present, 
described him as “heartless, sallow, flabby- 
faced, long-haired and self-contained.”’ On 
Junuary 2 the vessel bringing him to America 
came over the bar too late to pass the New 
York quarantine that day, but the apostle of 
Art was met down the bay bya host of re- 
porters, many of whose descriptions of his 
appearance was scarcely more se oe aaa 
than that quoted above. Three days before 
the date fixed for the lecture a smal! pamphlet 
giving a sketch of’ Mr. Wilde was sent to each 
of the newspapers, and at the ‘same time Mr. 
Morse sent a great number of cards to New 
York addresses, It is worthy of note that in 
all the advertising of the iectures the only 
printed matter ever sent about to press or 
public was that just mentioned and another 
small pamphlet containing the World’s report 
of the first lecture. It will be remembered 
that before this first lecture, Mr. Wilde was 
much entertained here. Among other events 
was his reception by Mr. and Mrs. A. A. 
Hayes and his visit with them and others to 
‘‘Patience,’’ which attracted some attention. 
After the successful lecture bere Mr. Wilde 
went to Philadelphia, where he was given an 
unusually handsome reception by Mr. R. 8. 
Davis In Philadelphia he spoke to a crowded 
house, the counter attraetion being the Maple- 
son Opeora company, and it was noticeable that 
the lecturer was more successful than the im- 
presario. In Philadelphia he was taken nuich 
more seriously than he had been in New 
York. From Philadelphia he went to Wash- 
Ington, and here, forthe first time, he felt 
himseli seriously affronted by an American 
newspaper. A Washington paper published 
acartoon of Mr. Wilde and an ape, the two 
posing inthe same attitude. An indignant 
protest was entered to this by the agent, Mr. 
Morse, who said it was cowardly and mali. 
cous, but this only called forth an additional! 
atfront. A Washington cvrrespondent also 
telegraphed to his New York paper that he 
bad assurance that Mr. Wilde had seen the 
proof of the cartoon before it was published, 
and that his agent had paid $50 for its inser- 
tion. This statement angered the gentleman 
nota littie, but it was allowed to go uncor- 
recied as the protest and denial had already 
been made at the place where the cartoun 
first appeared. 

THE BALTIMORE FIASCO, 

Prior to this visit to Washington Mr. Wilde 
had received an invitation to @ reception to 
be given by Mr. and Mrs. Charles Carroll, of 
Baltimore, on the night following a lecture 
by Mr. Atchibald Forbes. Through the non- 


of the details of the reception, and a misap- 
prehension of what was expected of him, 
he went through to Washington instead of 
stopping at Baltimore. This was agaia mis- 
construed by certain newspapers as a piece of 
impertinence to Mr. and Mrs. Carroll, and it 
was reported that Mr. Wilde had not stopped 
at Baltimore because of a quarrel on the train 
with Mr. Forbes. This was denied by both 
neato concerned, and when Mr. Wilde did 
ecture in Baitimore, Mr. and Mrs. Carroll 
occupied a stage-box. It was here, too, that 
a newspaper asserted that Mr. Wilde had re- 
fused an invitation to a club reception be- 
cause the club would not pay him $300, his 
price for appearing at such places, an asser- 
tion untfue in every particular and disproved 
by the acceptance of the invitations of the 
club by Mr. Wilde at his subsequent visit. 
ABSURD 81 UDENTS. 

The next lecture was in Albany, and after 
thatin Boston, where he turned prejudice 
into appreciation, and may be fairly said to 
have established himself in this country.: His 
,agent had received information that some 
Harvard students would attempt to caricature 
and guy bhiw, and had bought the two front 
rows of seats. It was a very stormy night, 
bat, with the exception of these two front 
rows, the house wes packed, theré not being 
even standing room. The. hall seated 2,850, 
At 8:15 the students marched down the aisle 
in their ridiculus costumes. Their entrance 
was greeted with cheers from the audience, 
and the practiced eye of Mr. Morse at once 
saw that there was danger ahead. He told 
Mr. Wilde that he must make the collegians 
ridiculous at the start, for ifthey ever suc- 
ceeded in making him ridiculous before the 
audience the lecture would have to close. 
Accordingly, Mr. Wilde sat down and 
wrote a paragraph into his lecture. While 
be was doing so the audience grew 
stormy and not over good-humored. To come 
upon the stage Mr. Wilde had to climb a set 
of stairs at the rear. When finally his legs 
emerged above the boards the students were 
astonished to discover that those limbs were 
clothed in ordinary black trousers and that 
Mr. Wilde wore a full-dress suit. At once a 


groan went up from the audience. It was a

‘thing out of the speculation, for such 
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acrogg the wide stage in his languid, Bua- 
thorme way, laid his manuseript on the desk, 
turned and faced the audience undisturbed, 
Instantly he was master of the situation. Af- 
ter reading his introduction and throwing out 
the sop to the many beaded beast before him 
—that Bos was the only city in America 
which hadin u nced the jhought of Europe 
and tha’ he felt it an honor to lecture there— 
he disposéd of the boys by saying he had no 
doubt that they were sinvere and probably be- 
lieved themselves very charming creatures; 
but for the first time he was compelled to 
breathe a prayer to be delivered from his dis- 
ciples. Then the leeture went on and was 
respectfully listened to. This occurred Jan- 
uary 51. At Rochester some more freshmen 
had to be quieted, but it wasia simple ma-ter. 
A BRIGHT NEWSPAPER, 

In Buffalo the Jecture was reported in full 
in the Buffalo Courier. Thinking’ to save 
money and labor the Chicago Tribune set, up 
this report and had it in type when Mr. Wilde 
delivered his first lecture in Chicago. Know- 
ing this, the Tribune rep6Orter did not go to 
the lecture until balf of it had been delivered. 
Then he made the startling discovery that 
Mr. Wilde was not saving what he had said 
in Buffalo, and that he was also alluding to 
the editor of the Tribune as having a ‘‘highly 
decorated conscience.”

nfuney. Detroit, Cleveland, Fort Wayne, 
Louisville, Indjanapolis, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, other cities, were next 
visited. In latter part of February, Mr. 
Wilde re 0 Chicago, where, for the 
first time, ymnd leeture was delivered. 
March 11. “2 ost of these places he was en- 
tertained privately and publicly. 
SYMPATHETIC LEADVILLE 

In the middle of March he went to St. Paul, 
Minn,, and from there to Sioux City’ and 
Omaha. Here,'as in many places, the lecture 
was managed by a local lecture bureau at the 
head of which was a woman. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Omaha was at that time 
mueh excited by riots, the lecture was a com 
plete success. Leaving there the traveler 
went to San Francisco without astop and it 
was in Sen Francisco that be found most to 
interest hira and much to sympathize with. 
Under the management of Mr. Locke he gave 
a series of lectures for three weeks, starting at 
San Francisco, where he lectured three times. 
and working east to Denver. The third lee- 
ture in San Francisco was on the Irish poets 
and verse of the nineteenth century. It was 
delivered only on that occasion. What he 
then said showed that Mr. Wilde was thor- 
oughly celtic in sentiment and regarded the 
Irish as his own people. Hesaid: ‘Rhyme, 
the basis of modern poetry, is entirely of Jrish 
ee, He said t®at Tom Moore was the 

rst man who actually sounded the right 
national note, The school of poets who in 
terest him most, he said, were the men of ’48. 

In returning, Mr. Wilde found one of his 
most sympathetic audiences in Leadville. 
Denver, too, Wasa most interesting and ap- 
preciative place. He had ridden there from 
Salt Lake City and was obliged to dress on 
the train. This tripin thetar west wasa 
complete success in every way, butas the 
lecturer neared civilization the disagreeable 
newspaper attacks began aguin, anda Kansas 
City paper repubdlished the obnoxious cartoon 
which originated in Washington. In the 
west the papers made fun of him, but it was 
good-naitred and moreover, was generally 
funny. Pn Kansas City a man named Fulton 
undertook to ‘‘manage’’ Mr. Wilde for a 
Fweek. He found he was going to lose money 
by his speculation and made otf: Mr. Wilde, 
showever, continued to fill the engagements, 
although he lost money in doing so, On May 
12 he again lectured in New York, and then 
went to Canada, visiting the large cities 
and towns. ‘This trip was very” suc 
cessful. On hic return to New York he 
stopped in Boston and delivered a lecture on 
June 3. After resting a week here he started 
on an unheard of expedition, to lecture in the 
south during the summer. papers a | on 

xcellent 
house in Memphis. He will visit New Or- 
leans, Galveston, Houston, and all the prin- 
eipal cities of the south, stopping at White 
Sulphur on his return. All the expensesand 
liabilities of this trip are undertaken by a 
Memphis manufacturer named Tracy, who 
pays Mr. Carte a fixed sum for the privilege 
of conducting this tour. Mr. Wilde will again 
be in New York about July 6) and will start 
for Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward island, having first stopped at New- 
port and Saratoga, About August 15, he will 
sail from San Francisco fdr Japan, where he 
will spend three months in studying Japan, 
upon which he will lectune when he returns 
to this country in December. He expects to 
bring with him the articles with which to il- 
lustrate his lectures. 

HIS SOUTHERN TRIP. 

Before he started on the southern trip Mr. 
Wilde had given eighty lectures in seventy- 
four different cities andtowns. He generally 
gave his tecture a local color and generally 
delivered the lecture which he first produced 
in Chicago. A good many statements have 
been made as'to how much money Mr. Wilde 
has gained and the figure has been 
given as $30,000. Lady Wilde herself 
wrote to her son to say she had _ heard 
he had gained $25,000. As matter of 
fact, the gross receipts. for the eighty 
lectures were about $5u,0U0; and of this sum 
Mr. Carte’ rectived sometliing over $20,000 
Out of this Mr. Wilde’s expenses have to be 
paid, and he is an expensive man to run. 
fhe expenses of his tour have been greater 
than that of any other lecturer who ever 
eame to this country, beeause he had to 
be accompanied by a business agent and a 
servant, a most unusual thing on lecturing 
tours, and of course greatly increased the ex- 
pense. It is calculated that the southern 
trip ‘vill inerease the receipts $10,000, and the 
‘tour through the provinées $5,000. Just 
what the terms are between Mr. Wilde and 
Mr. Carte are not made public and connot be 
‘ascertained, but both have made a handsome 
they 
themselves regarded the visit. Moreover, 
Roberts, the Boston publisher, pays Mr. Wilde 
a royalty on his book of poems, and of course 
Mr. Wilde’s visit has greatly increased the 
sale of his work. Mr. Wilde has also done 
some literary work for which he has been 
well.paid.

To me, 
with my republican ideas, he is far more to look 
upon than Napoleon JII. He has noi built so many 
broad avenues to beautify Paris but nnder his ruie 
the country has pr spered. has gained steadiiy in 
the respect of the world, and is not built on worm 
eaten foundations. The treasury has not been 
plundered as in Napoleon's time. and the army is 
ona sure ad steady footi-g. The moral tone 
seems also improving. as it naturally would witha 
family at the head who oel.eve in aff ction and pu- 
rity rather than intrigue. At twelve o'clock the pres- 
ident and all the members of the diplomatic corps 
in their resplendant dress pass by us on their way 
tothe supper room. They alone enter, and after 
that have dinished it isthrown open to guests. The 
crowd nw presses forward eagerly, and notwith- 
standing the proverbial politeness of the Frenehb, I 
have never been in such a fearful crush before. 
Ladies nearly fainted. Soon two immense soldiers. 
in red att white uniforms, by bodily strength held 
back the surging throng, tetting in a few ata time 
The tables are handsume with their flowers and 
French dishes, cold meats. and the like. Afterthis 
we all repaired to a- lower dinivg hall, where ices 
and fruit. of every variety are served with. of 
course. wines in abundarce. Atabout ten o'clock 
the dancingcommences. I see but one cotillion, 
the round dances seeming to be favorites We leave 
at four, and the numbers seem scarcely to have de-

GRASS GROWING GEORGIA 


Marietta, July 1.—Editor Constitution: | 
read the article J. ’. H.;on the ‘Oak Shade 
Farm,” ing Sunday’s Constitution, and feet 
inclined to give your readers, especially, Mr. 
Wade, the result of myexperiment with Cali- 
fornia burr-clédver. With Mr. Wade, I have 
long. been’ satisfied that Georgia is a 
grass country, and consequently there is no 
excuse for poor cattle, except laziness, or ig- 
norance of the capacity of the soil to produce 
the finest grass grown anywhere. Froma 
handful of the Burr clover seed, I saved 
enough to sow about one-third of an acre. | 
sowed in July, after taking off a crop of pota- 
toes, without fertilizing; it came up in De 
cember, and by the first to the fifteenth of 
March, (at least a month or six weeks ahead 
of any other grass), it was fit to cut, and I 
th ink all my fellow citizens who saw it will 
ugree with me that it was the finest crop ever 
seen in this section. The next crop matured, 
and was cut from the first to the tifteenth of 
June, equally heavy. i would not dare to say 
how much forage these two crops produced. 
Rich and ju cy and fattening my cattle rapidly ; 
coming in tov, so early, Cattle almost per- 
ishing for the want of something green  [ 
saved all the seed I possibly could, to spread 
over this county, and it will be extensively 
planted. I have prepared the same ground 
and top-dressed with 200 pounds of dissolved 
bone, and now wuit,for the natural grass (crab 
grass) to make a crop before the clover comes 
up, Which is in December. Those who desire 
a crop for turning under, could sow peas, 
The crab grass carefully cured makes excel- 
lent hay. Now, Mr. Kditor,the upshot of the 
business is, if Georgians don’t stop eating 
Tennessee beef and oleomargarine butter, 
when their soil will produce such crops as I 
have tried to describe, and as Mr. Wade has 
shown his visitors, then they ought to perish 
with hunger and be fenced off trom the rest 
of.the world. The fact is, the farmers can get 
as rich as cream, if they will try the virtue 
there isin grass and not depend so much on 
cotton. I forgot to mention that the clover 
seeds itself at the second crop abundantly. 
If you think your readers would be benefited 
you can publish, if not, slip in waste basket.

PAVING OUR STREETS 

Elsewhere will be found an article giving 
the progress of the laying of the macadam 
on Peachtree street. It wili be seen that the 
crisis has been reached, so to speak, in the 
much mooted matter of what sort of pave- 
ment that street shall have. A _ strip of the 
macadam is finished and ready for the inspec- 
tion of the property owners. It is shown ex- 
actly-as it will be when finished and as as it 
will leok after six months’ wear, 
Mr. Shanks, the contractor. notifies the 
people that he will wait three days for them 
aftertheir inspection, for them td ‘1ecide 
whether they will have the balance of the 
street laid in asphalt or macadam. Th: ’e is 
considerablexobjection to the macadan, but 
there are still property owners slong the 
street whd' believe that it is gocd enou,:h, and 
that it would do better to let it rema>' as it 
is. Itissaid, however, that the assent of the 
property wyers on four blocks lying consec- 
utively hasbeen secured for the laying of as- 
phalt pavement, and the laying of the extra 


amount required. We hope that this is true, 
and without expressing an opinion as to 
which is better, it is certain that the asphalt 
is unobjectionable. We should like, there- 
fore, to-see three or four blocks of the asphalt 
haid at one end of the street, and contrasted 
or cormpared with the few blocks of macadam 
laid -at the other end. Then the people 
of the whole street could decide 
which was best, whether the . cheapest 
was good enough, or whether the best was foo 


high priced. | , 


There isno more important question that 
will be presented to the people of this “ity in 
ears than the pavilig_of’their residence 
streets. It is beyond dispute that the busi- 
ness streets should have thé Belgian b:ocks. 
That will. make them unexceptionable, but 


it is very easy to ruin the residence streets, 


either as avenues or drives, by putting down 
a pavement that is objectionable. We there- 
fore hope that both styles will be shown, and 
that the people can choose from example 
rather than from theory. 


THE ALLEGED “ATLANTA RING.” 
We have heard a great deal lately about an 
** Atlanta ring” that is controliing or attempt- 
ing to control the politics of Georgia. As far 
as we are concerned we are perfectly indiffer- 
ent to the slanders that connect Tue Consti- 
suTION with this alleged “ring.’’ But in order 
that no voter in the primaries of next Tues- 
day may be misled by the hue and cry raise 1 by 
eertain candidates and newspapers, we ask 
attention to the following: 

It is charged that this ‘‘ring,’’ composed of 
Governor Colquitt, Senat® Brown, ex-Senator 
Gordon and THe Constitution, his sti.ted the 
voice of the people and established political 
oligarchy. Let us look at the recont. This 
“ring,” if it isa “‘ring,’’ urged the election‘of 
Governor Colquitt two years ago. It was 


‘ terly opposed, and a campaign of:unp 


dented fierceness ensued. We urged in t 
campaign the fullest possible popular exp 
sion. There were fewer packed county con- 
-yentions known than ever before. Primary 


elections, with the polls opened in every mili- 


tia district, was therule. Colquitt carried the 
state, getting about 220 votes to about 130 for 
the opposition. The convention beingunable 
to nominate under the two-thirds rule, both 
sides appealed to the people. Governor Col- 
quitt, after the fullest canvass, was elected by 
over 54,000 majority. There was surely no 
“stifling of the popular voice” here. If this 
was the work of a “‘ring’”’ the people of Geor- 
gia made up the “ring.” ; 

The same ‘“ring,’”’ if itis a ring, was to 
support Governor Brown for the senatorship. 
It was distinctly stated before the election of 
the legislature that he would be a candidate, 
and in almost every county the ‘square issue 
was made. The people elected their repre- 
sentatives and these representatives elected

‘them, 


Governor Brown by an overwhelming major- 
ity—a majority of much more than two to 
one. There is no. “stifling of the popular 
voice” inthis. Ifthis was a ‘“‘ring’’ it wase 
“ring” of the people and not of politicians. 
There never was a franker or more candid 
appeal made to the people than in both these 
races. , 

It is now charged that the same parties are 
plotting to destroy the democratic party, be- 
cause they favor Mr. Stephens’s nomination. 
If itis a “‘ring’’ now, it cannot be the same 
“ring’’—for many of the gallant democrats 
who supported Mr. Norwood and General 
Lewton—in fact the foremost supporters of 
these gentlemen, are also earnest in their sup- 
port of Mr. Stephens. Tue Constitution has 
stated with perfect frankness that Mr. Ste- 
phens was not its personal choice for the 
governorship. Even now if we consulted our 
personal feelings we should prefer several 
other gentlemen. It is our earnest belief thai 
his nomination is best for the democratic 
party. Therefore, we agree with a number of 
others that he ought to be nominated, But 
there is nothing sinister in this opinion. On 
the contrary we urge the people to come out 
and express their own preference. When 
they have done this and their preference is 
reorded, we shall do our level best to see that 
preference enforced. There is nothing sin- 
ister in this—and nothing wrong. 

The truth this ery about ‘‘ring’’ is the very: 
cheapest sort of stuff. It is the cry of dem- 
agogues and the-esylace of soreheads. If a 
county goes against Stephens it is allright. If 
it goes for Stephens it is throttled by a “ring.” 
If 4 man Opposes Mr. Stephens he is all right. 
If he supports Mr. Stephens he is ‘‘a hench- 
man of the Atlanta Mr. Bacon per- 
sonally solicited the support of this paper for 
the governorship. When we have found it 
necessary to oppose him he puts his candida- 
cy on the necessity of breaking down the 
‘‘Atlanta ring.’”’ In Major Bacon’s letter to 
the people he has not a word against the 
enemies of the democratic party who encom- 
pass it on all sides, but line after line against 
the men who live within its citidel and 
who have helped to fight its battles. 
Who makes up the Atlanta ring? Does Ma- 
jor Ganahl and Hon. Joe Warren, Hon. M. 
A’. Candler, who led the anti-Colquitt forces 
two years ago, and who now, with hundreds 
like them, support Mr. Stephens, belong to 
it? Does Hon. H. D. McDaniel, Judge M. J. 
Crawford, Jadge Brown, Hon. J. UH. 
Blount and others who have 
been urged’ to offer against Mr 
Stephens, but who prefer to support him, be- 
long to it? Does General Tombs belong to it, 
or General Jackson, or Governor Smith, or 
Mr. Hammond, or Mr. Clements, or Gevernor 
Jenkins, or hundreds of men such ag they are 
that we could name?

Suez could long withstand British guns.

PROHIBITION IN IOWA. 
The people of Iowa voted last Tuesday, on 
the following constitutional amendment: 
Section 26 No person sha'l manufacture for sale, 


liquors whatever, including ale, wine and _ beer. 


alties for violation of the provisions thereof. 

This amendment was adopted by a sweep- 
ing majority. The temperance people c.aim 
60,000 majority. It will certainly exceed 
30,000. The cities except Des Moines, and the 
counties along the Mississippi river, cast ma- 
jorifies against theamendment, but the inte- 
lior and rural counties voted almost without 
exception in favor of prohibition. At many 
of the polls women worked all day, and at all 
of them their influence was exerted to carry 
the amendment. Its adoption is doubtless 
due in great part to the efforts of the female 
population of the state. 

This vote is undoubted)y the forerunner of 
similar efforts in other northwestern states— 
in Nebraska, Minnesota, Wisconsin and east- 
ward tothe Pennsylvania line. lowa, how- 
ever, contains onlv 16 per cent of foreign-born 
people, and New England blood and notions 
are very prevalent on her soi). Nebraska, like 
Kansas, may accept prohibition, but the for- 
eign born of Minnesota and Wisconsin will 
tenaciously oppose any application of the 
policy im their states. Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio aie each coming battle-grounds, and in 
each efforts will be made to array the republi- 
cans in favor of prohibition and. the demo- 
crats against it. It was,notsoin Jowa, some 
of the democratic leaders and néwspapers 
being foremost advocates of: prohibition. In 
the central western states, particularly in 
Ohio, partisanship will however be apt to en- 
ter into the agitation of the question. 

Governor Sherman of Lowa will, itis stated, 
call the legislature together at once to enact 
penalties and laws for the execution of the 
new amendment. And right here the real 
ditticulty will be again encountered. It 
very easy to resolve that no more liquor shall 
be manufactured or sod in a@ state, but it is 
very difficult to carry sucha resolution into 
etfeet. The most stringent laws, the keenest 
detectives and the most bracing public senti- 
ment have failed to enforce prohibitory laws 
in Maine and Kansas, and the people of Lowa 
need not flatter themselves that the adoption 
of the amendment is any considerable part 
of the battle against untimited liquor.

In aceordince with his promise, Mr. W. F. 
Shanks, the contractor who is macadamizing Peach- 
tree street, had on yesterduy a strip of the street 
ready fer the inspection of the public. He said to 
THE CONSTITUTION! 

“I have now prepared a strip of the macadam 


from which the people can get an exact idea of 
whatit will be when finished. ‘The strp directly 
in front of Mr. James's residence is the 
street as it will appear the day it 
is finished. The strip in frout 
of the Layden house is the sireetas it will appear 
aftersix months wear. From these samples the 
public understand exactly what they are 
to get.”’ 

‘Willthe street be pleasanter after it has been 
used fora year?’ 

“That depends on what you call pleasant. By 
coutinued use the sharp edgesof the irregular 
rocks that make up the macadam wiil be gound off 
and the rocks will s¢ttle into a firm immovable bed 
that will be comfortably smooth But, of course, 
the edges that are ground off of the rock becomes a 
fine powder that makes dust in the summer and 
mud i winter.”’ 

“How deep wili the mud and dust be on the 
street after itis worn?’ 

‘From the street itself there would not bea depth 
of balf an ineb of dust or mud, but the mud and 
dust which comes in from other streets not macad- 
amized may make it deeper.”’ 

“What abeut ihe nojse?’ 

“A carriage or wagon riding over the street will 
make about as much noise «s that wagon makes 
roliing past this window,’’ alluding to a wagon 
passing on Broad street.

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WILD WINDS. 


PROFESSOR HALL ON TORNADOES 
AND CYCLONES. 


i <4 
How the Wild Winds Sweep Over the Country Car- 
rying Destruction With Them—Whatr a Tor- 
nado Lo.ks Like to 4 Man ata Safe Dis- 
tance—Some Good Stories. 


Yesterday a Cowstrrurion reporter took 
passage on the Kimball house elevator and 
went up to see Sergeant Hall for the purpose 
of finding out the ailment of the elements 
which of late have been blowing dust in the 
eyes, ears and noses of Atlantians. Sergeant 
Hall hasacozy little room away up on the 
top of the Kimball house, around on the 
northeast corner. One would think that he 

y 4 
was out of reach of the dust, but he opened 
the conversation by say‘ng: 

““My office was in the midst of the dust 
Wednesday night. That was a right lively 
wind. I think, however, that we were only 
in:the lower edge of it, and that it must have 
been blowing muh harderup above us. We 
could not see whet was going on of course. It 
Was night, but even if it had been in the day 
time the dust vas too thick to be seen through. 
All above the’}..inball was a dense mass of 
dust, and the wiud was so hig. that when my 
assistant went out on the top of the building 
he had to cling tothe pole to keef) from being 
blown off, and yet that wind was blow- 
ing at the rate of only _ thirty- 
@ight miles en hour. But on the 17th, 

fou ‘remember, we had a heavy wind. 
twent 49 miles an hour. It was about hall- 
past two o’elock when the gale struck the 


town, and it lasted about fifteen minutes. 1 


am sure that we did not feel the full force of 
this wind, either.’’ 
SIMPLE WIND, j 

“What do you cal such winds as the ones 
with which we are being served daily now?’ 

“They are simply winds, that is all. They 
are baby tornadoes and tornadoes are baby 
cyclones. Have you ever seen a whirlwind? 
Well, a whir!wind is a baby tornado. We 
don’t have cyclones in this country. But I 
have seen them in the West Indies. There 
they sweep over the country and leave a track 
a hundred miles wide. Here we have torna- 
does and their tracks are not morethan a tile 
or so wide. In the Indies I~ have seen 
cyclones lift a twelve pounder and throw it 
fifty yards, Thatis a pretty lively way to 
throw a cannon around. In this country the 
tornadoes hawe been traveling from west 
to east in a general direction. They usually 
run off the southern border of areas of low 
barometer. These areas extend over the 
whole western country. Certain conditions 
always precede these storins. There is'usually 
quite a lopg period of meteorological quiet. 
From two'weeks to a month soft, wari, moist 
winds will blow fro 'f of Mexico, 
bringing an ince! \.6 amountof moisture. 
This is the me'+:.ai for the tremendous rain- 
fall which accompanies the tornado, After 
these winds have ceased, dry, cold 
winds will begin to blow from the north, 
continuing anywhere from two to five weeks. 
By this time an overwhelming mass Of air is 
accumulated in that section of the country. 
The air is something like great masses of gun- 
powder in storage, waiting for some other 
power to gevelop its hidden resources. By 
and by-these opposite currents meet in the 
heavens, and then comes on the struggle fo. 
the mastery. The cold, dry air and the warm, 


moist air meet, grapple and roll over ands 


over—now one on top and now the other. 
In unscientific language, that’s a tornado.” 
SIGNS OF TORNADOES. 

“What are the signs of the approach of a 
tornado?” | 

“They are rarely quite the same, and an 
unpracticed eye might not “oserve them at 
all. Commonly the syiptoiis are something 
liké this: Cloudsare seen approaching each 
other from opposite directions; they come 
inte contact presentiy and form a whirl. This 
is the focus or vortex of the disturbance. 
Other clouds from all puints of the cormpass 
are drawn in like floating bits of timber into 
the Norwegian maelstrom. Then they take 
the shape of a funnel, point downward, and 
stoop until they come in contact with the 
earth. We must remember that a tornado, as 
indicated by this visible cloud funnel, has 
five distinct motions, as follows: First, an 
upward motion interiorily, resembling that of 
the thread of a screw, by which it picks up 
articles from the surface, lifts them into the 
air and carries them as though on an invisibie 
platform; second, a revolving motion, as 
about an axis; third, an oscillating motion, 
swaying from side toside, as around a moving 
center, likeas when one holds the end of a 
string in his fingers and revolves the other 
end to which a piece of lead is attached; 
fourth, a motion by which currents of air 
fro:n all sides are drawn to it; and fifth, 
general progressive motion on its track. 

“‘How fast do these tornadoes travel?” 

“We may say thirty miles an hour for the 
general progressive movement, that is to say 
the motion along over the face of the country. 
But there is no calculating how fast the 
wind moves in the whirlwind. Our instru- 
ments would be torn up if we were to attempt 
to measure the velocity of a tornado. It is 
this spiral motion that does so much dam- 
age?” 

The reporter stepped to the window and 
pointed to the gray stack of the Fulton cotton 
factory a mile and a quarter away 

“Suppose. a tornado a mile wide were to 

, pass this way and the side next to us was to 


go about where that chimney is, would we feel’ 


any effect from it?” 

“None of consequence. But the sight 

would be one tony to be remenbered,”’ 
WHAT IT LOOKS LIKE, 

“What wou!d it look like?” 

‘You would see in the distance what would 
appear to be a funnel shaped cloud. It 
would be perhaps a mile or two across at /the 
top and would be revolving like lghtning in 
a direction opposite to that of the hands ofa 
watch. You would not be able to see its mo- 
tions further than it would sway about like a 
balloon dipping down to the earth, but at the 
same time following one general direction. 
After the cloud had passed you might go over 
and see the track. lt would 
be calculated to inspire you with 
a new ac miration for these giant 
whirlwinds. You would find the track left 
as clean asa patch of grass would be aftera 
mower had been throughit. ‘Trees, houses, 
fences, and everything will be found scattered 
over the face of the earth in the sweetest of 

sweet confusion. Seme curious stories are 

told of the freaks of tornadoes. I have seena 
piece of shingle driven through a piece of 
slieet iron a quarter of an inch thick. I have 
seen a piece of plank driven througna hickory 
tree, and I have seen the piece cf plank driven 
through a telegraph pole here ina Georgia 
tornado several years ago.”’ 

‘I have heard,’’ remarked the reporter, 
“chat-when a woman is caught up by one of 
them and whirled around in the air awhile, 
she is‘finally set down without a rag of cloth- 
ing on her; and when a hen or chicken is 
taken up, the wind cleans the feathers off as 
though the bird bad been scalded and pluck- 
ed for the pot. How about that? Is that 
so?” 

“T have never seen anything of that sort,”’ 
replied Professor Hall. 

“Have ycu ever seen a cyclone?” 

“Oh, yes. IT have seen themin the West 
Indies. They are very dangerous 
there to ships, particularly if the 
mariner does not understand his 
business. If he will watch his barometer, 
hewever, and prepare for the cyclone he can- 
not only come out witha whole hide, but 
actually make the cyclone be a service to him. 
He can strike the edge and go with the wind 


around to the other side, and then pass off 


and go about his business. But if he tries to 


o through the’ ehances are that he will lose 


is vessel as soon ashe strikes the wind on 


the opposite side from the one on which he 


entered.,’’ 
FAVORITE FREAKS. 


“Talking about tornadoes,”’ said Mr. Hall 
“J will tell you one of their favorite freaks.

let's quit talking about tornadoes, and come 
over and see the weather outside.”’

The 
reporter entered the yard without ceremony 
and approached a young man, who with 
great energy was endeavoring to wear out a 
lathe over the back of a pointer dog. The 
man quit his work as the reporter approached 
and began to fondle the puppy. 
He snapped at the man’s band, and the man 
renewed his work of applying the paddle to 
the obstinate dog.. Ayain he stopped and 
fondled the puppy, and again he was snar ped 
at.

There were nine of 
the pups—plump. little fellows, barely .two 
daysold. They were not old enough to show 
what color their spots would be, but they 
took their morning lunch with an energy 
which showed that they knew the demands 
of the inner dog and how they were to be 
supplied. 

‘Those pups are nearly all solc at ten dol- 
lars apiece,’’ said the proprietor of theranche. 
“Some of them,” hé continued, “I will train. 
I can take one of these pups, forinstance, and 
train him to bunt birds or do anything nearly 
that is desirable in the shape ef tricks for a 
bird dog. Generally I only train them to 
‘stand a covy,’ to retrieve,’ and to ‘stand tora 
shot.’ To ‘stand a covy’ means that 1 will 
train a dog to stop and stand when he scents 
a bird. I have seen some very fine instances 
of the quickness with which a 
dog comes to a halt when ihe 
scents a bir@® Almost any good dog will 
stand with one foot up if he happens to have 
itup when the scent strikes him. I have 
seen dogs hold their heads away around to 
one side in @ positively painful position, 
afraid to move. I have a dog here that | 
bave knownmto remain motionless for a full 
hour while standinga bird. I don’t know 
how long he would stand if he was not told 
to hie on. One of the prettiest subjects fora 
pictures that I ever saw was one day when | 
was out hunting. I had an old dog and a 
puppy. The old dog stopped by the stump 
having scented some birds on the other side. 
ile was like a statue, so still he stood. The 
puppy had not scented the birds but-came on 
down through the field and started to jump 
over the old dog. Just as he got his feet up 
over the old. dog be scented the birds and 
stopped. He was afrsid to move and 
there the two dogs steod, one laying half 
across tie other, and there they remained 
until [told them to hie on:and startle the 
covey. To ‘retrieve’ is to hunt up a dead 
bird and bring him im I teach them to do 
that witha bal’. [have an old dog named 
Dick who is my sistant teacher.

water, make big, strong, tough men, solid 
men who made their way in the world 
and climbed up over all ob- 
atacies, and I’ve seen boys who 
wup rich and tine and never went bare- 
aed nor played in the branch and got dirty, 
put had their faces powdered and their hair 
dressed at “the barber shop—grew up to be 
clean, delicate, no account men. They tas- 
seled at the top like a spindlin cornstock, but 
they never produced anything but a nubbin, 
and hardly that. I’ve noticed another thing 
this year, that it don’t pay to be in too pigs 
hurry about getting the crop planted. y 
first planting hasent caught up with the last 
yet, for it gut sorter chilled out in its infancy. 
fhe course of nature isa better guide than 
the almanac, and old Major Cooper says he: 
never plants until the buds begin to swell on 
an old hickory near his house, If these genial 
rains continue, it is going to be a bountiful 
year for farmers, and then all classes will 
rospey, for provisions will be cheap and cap- 
tal will stir round lively and seek investment 
in manufactures and railroads and iron mines.

College life is mighty pleasant and college 
swetthearts are splendid, but it getsup a high 
tone ona boy that makes him look down 
upon ordinary pursuits. [ts a good deal like 
the influence of West Point upon the army 
officers. i hardly eversaw a West Pointer 
who was not punctilious about his honor, his 
honor, and a common man had to be ail the 
time on hi€ guard for fear he might say some- 
thing or do something that would offend his 
honor. They made good fighters, but they

~*Oh, yes; | make out such headrights ev- 
ery week or so. Here on the 23d of May is 
a deed to Mr. W. A. Waters for ten acres in 
Bullogk county; and here again are two 
deeds; one for 233 acres and the other for 
396 acres, in Glynn county. These, deeds 
were issued on the 8th of May to Mr. John 
A. Phillips.’”’ 
‘‘Now, Mr. Barnett, will you enlighten us 
by stating what these headrights are?”’ 
Adjusting himself in his chair for the inev- 
itable seige, thesecretary said: ‘‘Hver since 
1843 I have been asked that same question, 
and it seems as if the explanation would 
never get abroad. There's General Oglethorpe 
—you know General Oglethorpe, don’t you?” 
“T have heard of him—he was the original 
lone fisherman of the Yamacraw.”’ 
“Very well, young man,I will give you 
credit for that. Well, General Oglethorpe 
made his first settlement in Savannah, and 
for the time Savannah was all there was of 
what is now the state of Georgia. The histo- 
ry of this period is to be gathered from the 
minutes of the colony board in London and 
‘rom the various local court records. The 
lands, as faras explored, were divided into 
lots of,some forty acres,others 202}g,others 460 
and some even as high as 1,000 acres. It is said 
that these figures represented the same rela- 
tive value in money as the ‘value of the land 
varied in different i esalitien. For these lands 
headrights were granted. That is, the mana- 
gergiof the colony, desirous of settling up the 
country, made a free grant of a lot of land to 
each head of a‘ family upon his complying 
with certain requirements, such as clearing so 
many acres, the erection of a cabin.” 

“That must have been where Uncle Tom 
originated.’ 

‘No, it wasn’t. Georgia was, by action of 
the colonists, a free colony, slavery was strict- 
ly prohibited, and some of the first headright 
men were negroes. This system of settling 
the land was the only one known for years, 
and is the law to-day. The country was then 
divided into parishes, corresponding to our 
present counties. ‘fhe one furthest north was 
whatis now Richmond county, embracing 
Augusta, and extendingsouth through Burke, 
Jefferson and others to Camden, inclding St. 
Mary’s. The records of these headrights are 
all on file in this office. One curious omis- 
sion exists, however.”’ 

‘*What is that?’ : 

‘*When the war of the revolution terminat- 
ed in favor of the colonies. the state of Geor- 
gia confiscated all the lands of the tories. As 
there were many tories in the colony, especi- 
ally among the wealthier class@s, there must 
have been a good quantity of land subject to 
confiscation. There is no evidence whatever 
on record of the disposal of these confiscated 
estates. Whether they were sold by the state, 
whether poveeguenty remitted to the loyal- 
ist owners, or whether taken up anew as 
headrights by other parties, does; not ap- 

ear by any record in existence. Suppose, 

orinstance, some one were to entera claim 
for a headright to such a lot, and take pos- 
session of it, and its hitherto owner were to 
try to oust him. On looking into the records 
the real intruder would hold the only origi- 
nal claim on record, while the other would 
have only a squatter right—such would be 
the case sofarasthe recordsin mnry office 
show. What complication, in the intricacies 
of law, such a thing might lead to.”’ 

‘How comesit that headrights are being 
entered at such a late day as this?” 

“Under the old law there was- no survey 
made, and the only requirement made by the 
colony was that the settler should not make 
his survey of headright more than twice the 
length of it breadth. This left every man to 
select his own boundaries. If you will look 
at this’ platbuok you will see the result. 
Here isa lot shaped’ out like a fork, so. sur- 
veyed astotakein three streams. Here is 
another one like a diamond, = and 
here is one in the shape:of a _ perfect 
‘L.’ All undesirable. land was left out 
of the survey. Thus _ large sections 
of country were settled up, a record was kept 
of the land occupied, but none of the land 
skipped over. Generation after generation 
passes away, and these rejected corners and 
cuts, sometimes running as high as a thousand 
acres, are taken no uodtice of. Hvyery week or 
so some farmer, Who has known fhat since 
the days of his grandfather that such land 
was unclaimed, goes to the trouble of putting 
the plats of the adjacent lots together. e 
thus finds out the dimensions and boundaries 
of the lost section, and fortified with that 
knowledge and the necessary colonial fee, he 
comes to Atlanta and gives évidence of having 
made the necessary improvements, and takes 
out the headright therefor as an original set- 
tier just landed in one of General Ogiethorpe’s 
sailing vessels.”’ 
| “Has there been any legislation governing 
this class of property ?’’ 

“Very little, except 
special localities. In Chatham county, 
for instance, these lands had a_ value 
which mace them an object of some conten- 
tion—hence an act was ‘passed donating all 
such lands to the Union school and an orphan 
asylum in Savannah, both of which institu- 
tions,’ I am informed, are still in existence. 
After 1802, as purchases of additional territory 
were made from the Indians, the lottery sys- 
tem was adopted, and under that system the 
balance of the state was disposed of. But in 
the original parishes of Georgia the headright 
system is the law until thisday. In what 
county were you born?’

‘You were born on headright land yourself, 
then. Now let me show something yeu may 
not know. This plat here; describing a sharp 
triangle, is whatis called the state of Dade; 
the Alabama and Tennessee boundaries are 
all right as they appear here, but the trouble 
is with the internal boundary. The survey 
makes the boundary foilow the highest 
elevation of the mountain chain. 
I sent to the authorities of Dade for the notes 
of the survey, so as to make the proper di- 
They replied that the notes were in 
the hands of the surveyor of Walker county. 
Hence I directed my quest to Walker county, 
only to find that the surveyor’ was déad and 
the notes were lost.. All l could then do was 
to draw an oblique line from the Tennessee 
to the Alabama line leaving Dade county in 
the shape mentioned. So you see there are 
people up there who have no means of know- 
ing what county they are livingin. Yes, come 
in again,’’ $aid the secretary to the reporter, 
who stood at the door shaking himself from 
the dust of a hundred and fifty years. ‘‘Ther 
is a good deal here that might interest you.’
